year ago I got this twisted idea lodged in my 
Ifind t|§jt I should attempt to put out a large scale 
f|agazi|p that might be similar to Maximum Rock'n'roll 
flfetbePjrpose of supporting a hardcore scene that MRR 
didn’t seem to want to be a part of anymore. Five issues 
latter the thing is reality. 

This whole trip began when MRR refused to 
review records that they decided weren’t punk or hardcore. 
One of those records was the Still Life - From Angry 
Heads With Skyward Eyes LPx2. So we slap together a 
magazine that is dedicated to the hardcore scene, a year 
latter we have five issues under our belt, and sure enough 
that very same record that MRR didn't think was punk 
gets best record of the year in the HeartattaCk poll. 
Perfect. 

But what does all this mean? Nothing really. At 
this point HaC isn't about MRR, no, at this point HaC is 
just HaC. But is it any good? It isn't the best magazine 
around and it isn't all that big a deal. Mostly it is just a real 
pain in the ass. Apparently it is good enough to keep 
doing. Every issue I wonder what the hell am I doing, and 
I swear that this one will be the last. I will probably still 
be saying that next year. And, no, I can’t say if it is any 
good. Good and bad are only words with relative 
meanings. There is only doing and not doing, and I chose 
to do. 

The HaC poll is kind of a strange occurrence. I 
didn't think the whole thing through when I threw down 
some questions in the last issue. I should have numbered 
the questions, and yes, there could have been some better 
questions. But what the fuck, what is done is done. 
People sent in their replies, and that was the only point, 
right? Right. 

One-hundred and twenty-nine people actually 
sent in responses. I've never done a poll before, but I 
think that is pretty damn good. We got responses from 
all over the country, and also from as far away as 
Germany, Australia, Japan, Denmark, France, and the 
United Kingdom, among others. The people that sent in 
their votes tended to be active people. At least 50% of 
those people were high profile punk and hardcore kids. 
Look at the statistics for those that have or are currently 
doing 'zines and bands. That tells a lot about the kind of 
people that responded. 

The diversity of answers was quite amazing. 
Example: sixty-nine different records all received at 
least one vote for the best record of 1994. A lot of people 
voted that HaC was one of the worst 'zines and a lot of 
people said it was one of the best. It is encouraging to see 
that in general there isn't any real consensus. Hardcore 
has something for everyone. Where else can the Still Life 
double LP get best record of 1994, while Monster X gets 
best new band of 1994. Their music has almost nothing 
in common. The common ground lies instead in the fact 
that both of these bands exist within the hardcore com- 
munity and they both share a common interest in that 
community. A little something for everyone. 

Anyway, I just wanted to put the idea forth that 


this poll doesn't really hold much water. It is just a cross 
sampling of what a bunch of active hardcore kids like and 
dislike. It's just for fun and general interest. Maybe next 
year we'll have some little trophies or something- — as one 
loud mouth suggested. Yeah, right. 

Acme. Gonzo. Jaded? I'm not sure what other 
people are going to get out of the Acme interview. I 
personally find it fairly depressing. I wanted to get an 
interview with Acme because I was sceptical about this 
band as people. Does the interview change my scepti- 
cism? No, it doesn't really even relate to my scepticism. 
Gonzo, the man behind the interview, works for Zap, a 
big commercial 'zine from Germany that sucks rotten 
eggs. Gonzo has slept on my floor, I’ve known him for 
several years, and I definitely can say that I like him, but 
that doesn’t mean that I'm too excited by his depressing 
attitudes. Judge the interview for yourself, just don't 
assume that I agree with anything in it. This is my 
disclaimer. 

Random thoughts: HaC isn't going to ever get any larger 
than 48 pages. This is a comfortable size, and the price 
works perfectly. But yeah, some of the print is beginning 
to get real small. The biggest problem is with 'zine 
reviews. It seems that there are about a million 'zine 
editors these days, and half of them do more than one. 
We're trying to review them all, but it is a lot of work. 
Lisa did an amazing job getting through them all (she did 
the lion's share of reviews). We'll keep reviewing every- 
thing that is sent in, but the text ends up getting pretty 
small. So if the print seems a bit small then get a 
magnifying glass. The world sucks, get use to it. 

Originally I wanted to get HeartattaCk on some 
sort or regular printing schedule. It started as atjuarterly 
project and then became a bi-monthly project. In one 
year we did five issues which isn't quite quarterly nor bi- 
monthly. I don’t think it is really possible for this small 
group of people to do HaC on anything but a slightly 
irregular schedule. Five issues a year seems like a good 
number to me. 

Well that's it for this issue. The next few months 
will be very busy. I hope to get the first of two HaC 
benefit compilations out in the next two to three months, 
and also the sixth issue of HaC proper. The comps will 
probably come with mini-issues of the 'zine. Maybe #5.5 
or something like that. Whatever, who cares? Have a 
nice life, and try not to get too stressed out. 

Hopefully, I and HaC will make it to 1996. 
Thanks to all the people that sent me hate mail. I really, 
really do live on the stuff. Please keep it coming. Until 
next time.

I’m writing from Ohio, where I go 
to school, I’m from Iowa City, IA. I’ve been 
noticing a weird gulf betwwen the Midwest 
and the rest of the punk world, and I want to 
do something about it. A record on my label 
was reviewed in HaC#4, and the review 
really seemed to illustrate this midwest- 
punk rock gulf. When I was making the 
convers for the 7", the first small batch got 
really screwed up, so I decided to use them 
as promos rather than sell them. At one 
point, I was travelling, and left someone else 
in charge of mailing stuff for my label. To 
avoid confusion, to avoid ripping people off, 
I wrote “promo” in big, red letters on the 
screwed up record covers, one of which was 
sent to HaC. 

So the review comes out and all it 
really mentions is how the cover is a cruddy 
xerox and it says “promo” in big, red letters. 
One sentence about the music, which dosen’ t 
really even describe it or “review” it. And 
yes, no insert... This seems like a good 
review given that an insert and a familiar 
sound are probably important to HaC read- 
ers. Unfortunately, not many people in 
Iowa or Ohio read HaC, and there dosen’ t 
really seem to be a Midwest alternative. 


This should illustrate that it’s a chore to get 
a DIY scene going around here. Bands 
might not be political and screaming like 
Spitboy and Manumission, they might sing 
about silly things instead of serious politics, 
they might even play pop or rock music. But 
what’s important is that people are trying to 
create their own scenes instead of hoping to 
get signed to a big label and buying $16 cds 
at Musicland. Iowa City, a town of about 
75,000 has NO PLACE for all-ages shows, 
but people still keep trying to do their own 
thing, even if it sounds like f oik music (it’ s 
the attitude, not the musical style that counts, 
right?). 

These DIY projects should becom- 
mended, even if they don’ t meet the hardcore 
aesthetic. When you live in a town where the 
only other vegans are hippies in their 30’ s, or 
where no one has heard of “straight edge” or 
“riot grrrl” then it’ s some kind of triumph to 
get people to support something local and 
non-corporate, even if it dosen’ t have a lyric 
sheet and especially if it does. Because 
people from California andNew Jersey aren’t 
going to buy my records, I want to expand 
my label’s operation to include mail-order 
distribution for other midwestem records 
and ‘zines, sort of like Blacklist or Dischord 
direct of the midwest.

If we’re smart, we can turn this 
situation around & maybe expose our ideal- 
ism to new people instead of some old people 
who already think like we do.

Ya never know what might 
happen, as long as we are in charge & never 
let the bastards take advantage of us. Let’s 
take advantage of them.

Brad, thanks for the letter. I under- 
stand your complaints about the prices, and 
you aren't the only person to complain. So 
let me explain a few things.... We are making 
10,000 copies of each issue. That's a lot of 
copies. Maximum Rock'n'roll can get rid of 
that many copies and charge $2 a shot 
because they've been around forever and 
they have a huge following. HeartattaCk is 
hard pressed to distribute that many copies. 
We basically just give 'em away for postage. 
The idea is that if they cost almost nothing 
then people all over the place will be willing 
to pick 'em up. If we raised the cover price 
to $1 then we could certainly lower the 
prices of the ads, but we would also probably 
only sell about half as many copies; maybe 
even less than that. I think it works out to be 
a better deal for the advertisers this way. 
Sure a half page ad costs $100, but poten- 
tially 8,000 to 12,000 people might see that 
advertisement. If we raised the cover price 
to$l and lowered the half page ad to say $75 
then each ad would have a potential audi- 
ence of only 4,000 to 7,000 people. 

Also, if we lowered the ad rates 
then too many people would take out ads. 
Right now we have hit a really nice equilib- 
rium. Forty-eight pages is a nice manage- 
able size for this 'zine, and it takes about 14 
pages of ads to pay for each issue. In this 
issue there are exactly 14 pages of ads. It 
worked out perfectly this time around. If 
only every issue worked so well. 

In addition, one of my goals was to 
get a lot of these 'zines into other countries. 
The main obstacle to that is cover price. 
MRR can costas much as $5 to $6 in Europe! 
I wanted to have an incredibly low cover 
price so that people in Europe might be able 
to pick HaC up for 50<t or$l, which seems to 
be working. I like the fact that HaC is 
becoming an international 'zine, and the low 
cover price is reason number one for this. 

Sorry, but the ad prices won't 
change and the cover price isn't going up. I 
wish there was a way to lower the ad prices 
while maintaining the cover price and circu- 
lation, but I haven't come up with one. The 

© prices remain until I do. Good luck 
with the label. It can be tough. — Kent

Dear Nick, 

First off I would like to say that I’m 
excited to know that there are people out 
there who actually read this stuff that we do. 
Even if your response is a negative one, it is 
still a sign that hardcore still means some- 
thing to people. I have intervened outside 
questions of mine into my reviews in order to 
provoke response and question. Judging by 
your letter and others, I have been success- 
ful at opening the doors of communication 
on issues that have troubled me for some 
time. I hope that this just the first of many 
letters between us on this 
issue. Ihopethatyouwould 
take this discussion to your 
scene also. 

About European 
bands singing and writing 
in English, you have made 
some very valid points 
which I agree with. Yes, 

English may be the com- 
mon language that binds 
all of the hardcore scenes 
in Europe together. Com- 
munication is important 
among us. Yet, who are 
you communicating to. Are 
you communicating to those 
that are closest to you in 
your scene, or to the entire 
community. If the message 
(or lack of message) is 
aimed at the entire 
hardcore community, then 
English may be the way. I 
understandyour point very 
well. 

Here is where we 
separate. Hardcore is a 
subculture within cultures. 

Whether it be American, 

English, Mexican-Ameri- 
can, German, French, or 
whatever. What language 
one expresses themselves 
in is determined by what 
they find more important to 
them. If communicating to 
those on a subcultural level 
( hardcore ) then English 
would definitely be used for 
the greatest impact. But, if 
your personal culture is 
more important then the 
subculture, then the lan- 
g uage used should be what- 
ever is most beneficial in 
getting your point across. A great example 
of a band that is not willing to co-op their 
personal culture for the benefit of the sub- 
culture of hardcore is Los Crudos. They 
continue to express themselves in their na- 
tive language because of the greater ease of 
expression and secondly as a statement. A 
statement against what ? One mustaskthem- 
selves why it is that English is the common 
language of the subcultur&of hardcore in a 


European community where English is truly 
the language in minority. Can you say 
“years of American capitalist imperialism. ” 
Just because the system of English commu- 
nication exists on the continent and abroad 
doesn’t mean you have to use it. 

What’ s more important? Commu- 
nicating with the people around you in the 
native cultural tongue or aiming to reach 
everybody in the hardcore community in 
English are decisions that have to be made. 
Neither of them is really worse then the 
other.

A few weeks ago, I got the list of distro contacts that I 
had requested from one of the guys at punk planet. In addition to the 
usual slew of people/stores/distros whose arms can sometimes be 
twisted to help out with distro, the list also contained a few bigger 
distro “machines” such as Ubiquity and Fine Print. He also listed

saying that ‘zine 
editors should call 
them to see if they 
would carry it, and 
that they ( punk 
planet ) sell ‘zines 
through Tower 
themselves. Will 
even told me that if 
I had problems get- 
ting in touch with 
people at Tower, he 
could take a copy 
of my ‘zine to them 
himself. 

Having 
re-written this ar- 
ticle like five times 
already, I have de 
cided that I need 
this to not be so much of an anti -punk planet column, but more of a 
pro-DIY/fuck big business column, so you can all calm down. I am 
naming names here not to slander punk planet in particular, but 
because 1) I am daisy, and daisy= talking shit and 2) punk planet has 
provided me with a perfect example of what I want to talk about, so 
it makes sense to state in clear terms what/who I am talking about. 

All that aside, let’ s get down to business, a few weeks ago 
I spent a few minutes talking on the phone talking to people from 
Fine Print and Ubiquity , as well as spending a few minutes running 
the gaundet of the Tower Records phone tree. Knowing^nothing 
about either Fine Print or Ubiquity, I had for some reason assumed 
that they were both pretty fair and respectable services, while 
holding the idea that Tower was the representation of evil I have 
always thought it to be. Tom Lupoff at Fine Print ( 1 -800-874-7082) 
assured me that they both have the biggest list around, and carry 
about 1,500 titles covering the “whole spectrum.” When I asked for 
examples he told me they carried magazines like “wired” and 
“rolling stone,” and that a current favorite of their’ s was a ‘zine 
called “giant robot.” he said that they carry about 99% magazines, 
servicing about 1 ,600 accounts in all 50 states, as well as Europe and 
Canada. When asked, he told me that they sold to mostly book, 
record , and health food stores and bragged about accounts with 
Barnes and Noble, Tower, and Borders. For consideration you need 
to send a letter and a couple copies of your ‘zine to Fine Print (500 
Pampa Dr./ Austin, Tx. 78752). The terms that they work with are 
that Fine Print gets 55% of the cover price and stores get 40%. Zine 
editors get paid 30 days after receiving the next issue, and Fine Print 
will send you a document stating how many ‘zines were actually 
sold, but they won’t send the actual ‘zines back. 

Steve at Ubiquity (718-875-5491) basically gave me the 
same schpeil regarding the number of titles that they carry, the cut 
that they take, and their return policies. Ubiquity, however, pays you 
60 days after the next issue, carries no mass media material, and does 
no business with any chain stores. Steve described their clients as 
mostly “professor stores” (whatever that means) and stores that are 
willing to take a risk. For consideration, you need to send a copy of 
your ‘zine to Joseph Massey (607 Degraw st./Brooklyn, NY 
^ 11217) and I think it would be good to send a letter with it, or 


whatever. 

My last stop was Tower records, or at least trying to talk to 
Doug Biggert (916-373-2500) who I had been told was in charge of 
magazine buying for the whole chain. In fact, I was only able to get 
a hold of Lucian, the postcard buyer, who basically told me that all 
terms of distro were variable. He said that the frequency with which 
you get paid depends on how often your ‘zine comes out, but 
regardless - you get the full amount of money only after Tower 
receives the next issue. He said that carrying each ‘zine is up to the 
individual store manager’s discretion, and that unsold ‘zines only 
get returned depending on the cover price and whether or not it is 
“worthwhile” (for Tower) to return it He said that if you get your 
‘zine distributed by Tower, but you send them something that they 
“consider outrageous, then it’ll have to be worked out then,” but I 
had no idea what he was talking about. Regardless, to get your ‘zine 
for distribution with Tower, you must send a copy along with a letter 
explaining wholesale prices and any other pertinent info, to Tower 
Magazines, atm. Magazine Buyer (2506 Del Monte st./Sacramento, 
Ca. 95651) 

I think that this information pretty much speaks for itself. 
In all cases, whether or not the distro. is an independent, dealing with 
these people (aka bigger distro services) is going to cost you. The 
fact that you generally must send the next issue in order to get paid 
for the previous one, states loud and clear that they are going to get 
at least one issue off of you for free. That can mean anywhere from 
10 ‘zines up to a few hundred, and depending on the cover price - 
anywhere from 1 0 to a hundred (or more) dollars. Going on my own 
and other people’s experience, losing money is almost an expected 
part of every ‘zine venture. But for me, losing money is not really 
an issue - 1 feel that the important part is why you are losing money, 
and to whom. 

To me, the fact that I almost lost 5 or 10 dollars to Jeff in 
Canada means a lot less to me than the idea that I could be losing the 
same amount of money to Tower. Because (and here is where I am 
being the naive punk kid that I usually am not) chances are Jeff just 
forgot to pay me, got in way over his head, or god forbid decided that 
he hated me and didn’t want to give me my money. Whereas, on the 
other hand, Tower not paying me would inevitably have a whole hell 
of a lot more to do with them setting up distro terms in which I can 
never win (and ones in which they always have the upper hand), 
terms in which they don’t give a shit about who I am or what I am 
writing aboutorwhatlstandfor. Tower doesn ’ t know me, willnever 
talk to me, and could honestly give a shit about anything I do or say, 
beyond trying to make money off of what I produce. And that is the 
big distinction. 

That I know people who know Jeff and can hassle him 
about my money, is the big difference. That he has actually read at 
least part of my ‘zine and that is why he decided to distribute it in the 
first place, means something. That when someone says my name, 
he thinks yeah that’ s the girl that does — ‘zine, who I owe money to. 
To Tower, however, I will always be a number and never a name or 
a set of beliefs. The fact that I had to talk to the postcard buyer at 
Tower, and that he was the closest thing that I got to getting an 
answer to my questions, is ridiculous. Whereas dealing with DIY 
people about money that they owe me, is a whole different and (most 
of the time) less involved story. However little I do know about the 
people who distribute my ‘zine, I know what projects they are 
involved in and what they are about - if even on the most removed 
level. But Tower and the people who would be selling my ‘zine if 
I dealt with them - will never know, and chances are they will never 
even want to know. 

So this brings me into the second part of my column. The 
whole issue of barcodes/DIY/being punk etc. in regards to records, 
has basically been exhausted in most forums - and especially in this 
‘zine. I admit that I tend to fall on the extreme side of the fence on 
this issue, often agreeing vehemently with the idea that barcodes are 
fucked up and so are attempts to get your music sold through more 
mainstream avenues such as Tower Records, ADA(??), Dutch East, 
etc. Most of the debate revolves around the idea that Tower (etc) is 


being held up as some sort of savior of punk rock - that it’s such an 
achievement that we can get the Swiz cd into Tower, we’ll do it at 
any costs. The fact that getting into Tower and Sam Goody is being 
held up as the ultimate goal by many people, is something that I have 
a real problem with. Aside of the fact that I am pretty much anti- 
major labels and corporate attempts to infiltrate our music “scene”, 

I think that the issue with ‘zines is a whole different ballgame (jock 
metaphors = good). The fact of the matter is that there are so many 
(non-punk oriented) independent networks set up for disseminating 
literature on a grassroots level, and that I think the whole “I just want 
to reach more people” excuse for relying on corporate distribution 
of ‘zines is especially bullshit. 

The argument is often made by punk bands that there are no 
other avenues to sell punk records other than punk kids and indepen- 
dent stores, and because those networks are relatively small, once 
you reach a certain point you basically have to go to the majors to 
reach any “decent” number of people. I think that this can be true in 
certain situations, and therefore I have more “sympathy” for bands/ 
people who decide to turn to more mainstream business and audi- 
ences. But for myself, and because of my own situation, I can not 
easily accept this argument as it applies to ‘zines. I have gotten rid 
of 1,300 and 1,500 of my last two ‘zines in the past two and a half 
years, basically without even tapping into the resources that women’ s, 
Queer and political bookstores in this country (and not to forget 
worldwide) have to offer. That I could get rid of that many ‘zines 
through (for the most part) punk kids, says a lot to me about the size 
of punk networks. 

Which brings me back to what I was trying to say with the 
other four drafts of this column. Because of the resources out there, 

I feel that there is no excuse (if you are really committed to DIY/ 
grassroots print media) to rely on the mainstream to sell your ‘zine. 
Being DIY means taking risks and working that much harder so your 
product is primarily being sold by people who not only support what 
you are doing (and show this primarily by paying you what and when 
they had promised you) but also by people who know what the fuck 
you are talking about and why you are saying it. 

So what I am trying to make clear here is that yes, there are 
alternatives to selling you integrity (soul) for the much coveted 
“bigger audience” that many people feel is promised by getting your 
‘zine into Tower (or any of the other big business distros that feed off 
punks). That people need to invest the time and energy into seeking 
out people and stores and distros who are going to treat them fairly, 
honestly and with respect. And while I am trying so hard to be more 
pro-DIY/grassroots, than I am being anti-Tower (etc), I know that 
I’m not succeeding. While I want to keep encouraging people to 
stick with grassroots distribution, I also must come out and state the 
obvious, which will serve as the conclusion for this column. 

In my opinion. Tower ( Fine Print, etc) neither cares about 
the content of the ‘zines and records that they sell, nor the motiva- 
tions of the people who are creating them, and it is for these reasons 
that I won’t ever sell my ‘zine to Tower. If you have a deal with 
Tower where you put out your ‘zine and have them take hundreds to 
sell in their crappy store for what are no doubt over-inflated prices 
by people who don’ t give a shit about what you are trying to say and 
whose bottom line is is certainly only money and image, then you 
don’t need my help. And you sure as hell won’t be getting it. Simple 
as that. If/when you choose to operate that way, then I defend that 
decision as freedom of choice, and won’t waste my time trying to 
crucify you as evil or wrong or (god forbid) “not punk.” But when 
you make that decision, you can no longer expect people who are 
involved with grass-roots distro projects (or at least me) to go out of 
their (my) way to. help you. To ask for my help when you have 
demonstrated that you only want it as some supplement to the help 
that you are getting from a bigger/mainstream distro service, comes 
as a total slap in the face. 

Lastly, I feel that when you accept the help of Tower or Fine 
Print or whoever, you must accept everything that comes along with 
it. You must acknowledge what you are doing, and stop trying to lay 
claim to being any kind of alternative to mass media. In doing this, 


it is inevitable that you will stop getting the help of many of the 
independent people/distros that have helped you in the past, but 
when you realize that this is the “price” you must pay for the decision 
that you made, that is one of the sacrifices you will have to make in 
the name of getting a “bigger audience.” I think that you owe it to 
everyone who is trying to create alternative networks to mainstream 
media, to be honest about your decision and deal with the repercus- 
sions. Tooperateotherwiseislikefake. It’ sjust totally lip synching.

This 
one’saboutasuper-shitty 
U.S. based 

company... Texaco. 

About a year ago, a guy 
named Paul McEwan in 
Canada told me about 
Pepsi’s involvement in 
Myanmar (formerly 
known as Burma), and 
the subsequent divest- 
ment movement sur- 
rounding it. I was pretty 
interested & found out 
Unocal & Texaco are also 
big players in the dictatorship, so let’s run through a little back- 
ground, shall we? 

For nearly 40 years, the SLORC has held onto its military 
dictatorship. In 1990, the National League for Democracy, the 
opposition party received an overwhelming 80% of the vote, but was 
denied power. The woman, a Nobel Peace Prize winner, who won 
the election was imprisoned to keep her out of power & the SLORC 
only received 2% of the vote. 

The military junta will not allow the International Red 
Cross to enter the country, and peaceful pro-democracy demonstra- 
tors are routinely shot. Other atrocities include the burning of 
temples, raping of young girls by the SLORC soldiers, and enslave- 
ment of pregnant women. 

The government is also involved with the heroin trade, 
making Myanmar the exporter of about one-half of the world’s 
heroin supply. 

Many U.S.-based companies have backed out, citing that 
they could no longer do business there in good conscious. Levi- 
Strauss said you can’t do business there without directly funding the 
SLORC, because they have a stake in all major industry. 

Texaco & Unocal are joining together to build a pipeline 
through one of mainland Asia’s last rainforests, which will stretch 
all the was to Thailand. This is one of the world’s last teak forests. 
Judging from Texaco’s track record, we see that this is a horrible 
idea, regardless of the deforestation... 

I read about Texaco’s involvement in Ecuador about 2 
years ago & have since been campaigning against them. They have 
left the rainforest in Ecuador a total mess, with open oil pits and 
uncapped oil wells. I have seen pictures that would make yourO\ 
skin crawl. Images of village streets flooded with oil, pictures of 




8 year old boys voluntarily cleaning up their rainforest homes in vain 
by carrying buckets of oil out. There are not enough buckets or 8 
year old boys in the world to clean up what Texaco has created. 

Twenty years ago, Texaco went into the virtually un- 
touched rainforest of Ecuador and began chopping away to make 
roads for their oil wells and pipelines. Today, they are gone (left in 
1991, 1 think) but they’ve left the scars which last many lifetimes. 
The amount of oil spilled by Texaco in Ecuador is equal to 1 50% that 
of the Exxon Valdez spill, but chances are, you’ ve never heard about 
it. 

Don’t feel bad, you gotta dig. No one’s gonna tell you 
about ecocide in some “obscure” place like Ecuador. I mean really... 
It’s just a few thousand indigenous people...What does it matter? 

Damn... I’ve been getting really into environmental issues 
as they pertain to human rights (indigenous & otherwise) issues. The 
systematic genocide of people in Kettleman City, CA, Ecuador, 
Malaysia, Chatham County, NC, etc. by polluting them to death is 
something you really need to check up on, because it sure scares the 
shit out of me. 

“A conspiracy?? C’mon.. .” No, I am reluctant to use that 
word, but in this case, it is. You explain why else companies would 
put their hazardous waste in communities with 80% or more minor- 
ity citizens. You tell me why the U.S. government would kill all of 
the buffalo to starve Native Americans (inaccurate term...whose 
America?) and then put them on inadequate reservations & then test 
over 800 nuclear bombs on the reservation. You tell me why the... 
shit... it IS systematic. 

These companies & governments go into places they know 
won’ t put up a fight to dump or extract anything they want & usually 
get away with it. For instance, the governments of many countries 
do not recognize indigenous people as citizens, or even humans, 
therefore, under law, they have no rights. What’s to stop someone 
who wants cheap resources from taking them? 

...The same “non-humans” the companies thought would 
not cause a stir. A coalition of indigenous people in Ecuador have 
banded together and have brought Texaco up against a $1 billion 
lawsuit. That is incredibly impressive. We’ll see what the outcome 
is. 

“But aren’t they all the same? Why boycott just one?” 
True. Most oil companies build nuclear weapons. Then there’s the 
Valdez, BP’s horrible environmental record, Conoco’ s link to 
DuPont, etc. & it is mostly important to cut gas consumption 
altogether, but I think the point of the campaign is to draw attention 
to the issue & get Texaco to stop their practices because of public 
humiliation (not the band!). 

Feel like doing something?? Sure you do! Write a letter to 
the President of Texaco stating your disgust with their practices. If 
you have a credit card (what punker does?), tear it & half & send it 
too. You can send the junk to me, as I am in constant contact with 
them (You wouldn’t believe the greenwashed bullshit they feed 
you!). Also, I’d like to see what kind of response this generated. It 
needn’t be a masterpiece. Just a few sentences will do. You can also 
write me for more information on Texaco & I’ll send a packet out. 
Writing letters is something anyone can & should do. I’d like to see 
someone get really excited about it & want to plan a demonstration 
or something less legal. I’d be glad to help with that too, just write. 
How about that!

1 hate my job. In fact my job 
totally sucks. I hate the company I 
work for and I hate the way it’s 
content with fucking people over 
without a care in the world. For the 
last five plus years I’ve sold part of 
my soul for a ransom. A chunk of 
my life has been taken from 
me. A chunk that I’ve had no 


control over. A chunk of my life that I want back. 

I feel completely abused by my employer. Like a program- 
mable body ready to serve and comply in a robotic like sense. It feels 
like being sucked down. Down into a bottomless hole. The longer 
I was content with what I’m doing, the further down I was being 
pulled. And the longer I was willing to serve and comply, the tighter 
the grasp on me pulled. The deeper you are, the harder it is to climb 
back up for air, especially of the increased responsibilities you pick 
up on your way down. Y ou know that the longer you keep going, the 
more difficult it is to break free. 

I work for an insurance brokers. Yeah, about the most un- 
punk job in the world! I’m an administrator. Basically my job 
consists of literally shifting paper around and messing around with 
computers. Like most other industries my job only benefits it’s 
owners. Throughout the time I’ve been slaving away I’ve encoun- 
tered some pretty alarming and deceptive (but hardly surprising) 
attitudes from supposedly respectable companies. In the process it 
often ends up pretty much fucking over the (so-called) “policyhold- 
ers” - and I really hate being part of that process. 

The working structure in our democracies is very deceitful. 
The worker is given a fine line between being over worked to a point 
where they would simply have to refuse to continue, and between 
under worked, which of course is “unproductive”. But the worker 
is usually given a working pattern where they can be exploited to 
their maximum endurance each week, and then at the weekend be 
given enough “free time ” to recover and to be physiologically 
refreshed to start their next working week. Not forgetting their 
annual vacation which is continually worked towards. And so the 
cycle continues... 

State schools also primarily exist to “prepare the young” in 
their transition into working life. Most general subjects at school 
have none, or little significance to later life as I’ ve discovered. I can 
honestly say that apart from basic skills learned at school such as 
reading, writing, (basic) maths. I’ve learned much more relevant 
knowledge since I left school through voluntary self-education. 
When I’m told I must learn something, this takes away much of the 
desire and pleasure of learning and is instead replaced by tedious and 
uninteresting approach lessening the potential ability. Certainly 
education is incredibly important, however I think that education 
should be voluntary and unforced rather than compulsory. Perhaps 
I’ve just too much of a rebellious nature, but I believe you can apply 
this same principal to the working world. 

“Leisure time ” (itself created by the working myth) is 
actually spent trying to recover from working, and in an attempt to 
actually forget about work for a time. A large proportion of free time 
is also spent preparing for work, going to work, returning from work, 
and recuperating from work. Working is also bad for your health. 
Check out the many thousands of people who are directly killed each 
year by their jobs. Not to mention the occupational diseases which 
kill millions of people a year. Then there are the 25 million work 
related injuries each year. Plus another couple million who are 
disabled each year do to their occupations. The list continues... 

There was an estimation about 25 years ago that only five 
percent of work then being done would satisfy our minimal needs for 
food, clothing, and shelter (probably even a lower figure now ( 
which goes to prove how senseless and irrelevant most work 
actually is)). Therefore we could liberate hundreds of millions of 
workers around the world pretty quickly. 

You may think that reading this, I’m very anti-work. On 
the contrary. I think that work 
ceases to be “work” (in stereo- 
typical terms) when it actually 
becomes enjoyable. We all like 
doing certain things which are 
often useful activities. Such ac- 
tivities and related interests can 
be expanded and put into com- 
mon use for all. Perhaps that’s 
an over-simplistic view, but the 




under lying factor is the unless we have a say in how a job should be 
done, and an opportunity to share the results, the burden of a job 
outweighs the desire to work. 

Of course, likemyself, those notcontent with their employ- 
ers can easily disrupt and undermine their workplace. The book 
“Sabotage in the American Workplace” is an excellent documenta- 
tion of such actions. I myself see this as reclaiming back a little of 
what’s rightfully due to me. Being treated like shit has obvious 
results - a natural reaction to dissatisfaction. For instance the 
quantity of stationary I’ve “borrowed” over the last few years has 
been rather large. Also changing a few passwords on the computer 
system here and there always gives a chance to put your feet up and 
relax for a little while; (the list continues...) In contrast statistics 
show that those who work in non-bureaucratic workplaces such as 
workers co-operatives seem to be generally much more content with 
their occupations. Theft from their workplaces is much lower, and 
the days taken sick throughout a yearly period is considerably lower 
than average, surely this goes to prove that dissatisfaction in the 
workplace is not within human nature ( as the bureaucrats would 
have us believe) , or as a result of “work” in general, but the 
consequence of working conditions and their employers. 

As for me personally, for the last couple of years I’ve 
reduced my hours to part-time which makes life a little more 
bearable. In return I get enough money to pay my rent, and enough 
extra to keep me happy ( ie the ransom). I’m doing my best to get 
out of my present position even though there aren’t many alterna- 
tives. If your interested in reading more on the subject. I’d recom- 
mend tracking down an excellent pamphlet by Bob Black called 
“The Abolition of Work”. As quoted from the pamphlet, “Workers 
of the world. ../Wax”! 

I’ve decided to review 
movies that are available 
on video only. This is 
being done for a couple of 
reasons. One is since this 
is a bi-monthly publica- 
tion, by the time this col- 
umn was printed most 
likely the movie I reviewed 
would no longer be play- 
ing. The second reason is 
a lot of people live in cities 
without independent 
movie theaters and would not get a chance to see the movies I do. 
Anyway this month’s film is: Mvsterv Train Director JimJarmusch 
1989 Orion 110 min. 35mm 

Mystery Train is a movie that if I rented with my friends 
they would either, a) fall asleep, b) complain I picked a bad movie 
or, c) leave and go home. A lot of people though (my friends 
included) have a hard time watching “artsy type” films. After all of 
that I would still have to say, Mvsterv Train was a good film and I 
enjoyed watching it. This movie concentrates more on the screen 
writing and characters than action. Mvsterv Train is a low key film 
with an unusual story and interesting characters. Like Jim Jarmusch’ s 
other films this is also a character study. Though the film starts out 
slow, once the events and characters tie together the pace picks up. 
If that is something you like then you’ll probably enjoy this film. 
The movies intertwines three stories that all end in the same hotel. 

The first story, “Far from Yokohama” is a about a teenage 
Japanese couple. They are touring the US by train and stop in 
Memphis to see the Sun Records’ studio and Graceland. Through- 
out their stop they constantly argue over who is a better musician, 
Carl Perkins or Elvis and whether or not Memphis looks like 
Yokohama. At nightfall they end up staying in a cheap hotel. In the 
morning they leave to the sound of a gunshot. 

The second story, “A Ghost” is about an Italian woman 
named Luisa. She is escorting her husband’ s body back to Rome and 


is delayed in Memphis. During her stay in Memphis, Luisa is conned 
out of her money by just about everyone, including Dee Dee a 
woman who has just left her husband. Dee Dee cons her way into 
Luisa’s hotel room and in the morning while packing they hear a 
gunshot. 

“Lost in Space” is the final story and my favorite. The story 
opens up with Johnny (Joe Strummer of the Clash) drunk and upset 
over the recent loss of his job and his wife Dee Dee. Johnny is out 
if control and starts to wave around a gun at the bar he is in. Johnny’ s 
friend Will tries to calm him down and get him to leave but Will has 
no effect on Johnny. Will calls Johnny’s brother in law, Charlie 
(Steve Buscemi, Reservoir Dogs) hoping he can get Johnny to leave. 
Charlie persuades Johnny to leave only to have Johnny take him to 
a liquor store. At the store the clerk calls Will a nigger so Johnny 
shoots him. The trio take off and hide out in a run down hotel. In 
the morning, Charlie awakens to find Johnny with a gun in his 
mouth, the struggle then ensues for the gun and someone is shot. 
The gunshot ending each story. 

Jim Jarmusch’s other films are all done in the same style. 
The camera doesn’ t move much, nothing really “exciting” happens, 
but the scripts and dialogue are always excellent. For anyone 
interested in seeing his other films, here is a complete list; Night On 
Farth 1991, featuring Winona Ryder. Down Bv Law 1986, starring 
Tom Waits. Stranger Than Paradise 1985. And Permanent Vaca- 
tion . which I was told is a student film and near impossible to find.

After the husband dies the wife has a vision in which she talks with 
the child they never had, and then if goes something like this...

"If you mean were you Immortal Artists leaving indelible 
graffiti in the concrete sidewalk of Time, no. You never walked the 
Earth as Gods, you were just people. But it's better to have a real life 
than no life." The Child shrugs. "You weren’t all that happy 
together, but you did suit each other, and if you'd married other 
people instead, there would have been four people unhappy. So 
here’s your consolation: you helped each other." 

"So?" Dori says. 

"So that's enough. Just to shelter each other, and help each 
other up. Everything else is’ gravy. Someday, no matter what, you 
go down forever. Art can't make you immortal. Art can't change the 
World. Art can't even heal your soul. All it can do is maybe ease the 
pain a bit or make you feel more awake. And that's enough. It only 
matters as much as it matters, which is zilch to an ice-cold interstellar 
Cosmic Principle like yours truly. But if you try to live by my 
standards it will only kill you faster. By your own standards, 
you did pretty good, really."
